carbohydrates and fat.

Milk 
is the 
complets 
I food.

I Is, Its balance Is 
not 
perfect. 
It 
'has no bulk (no 
residue or rough- 
age.) 
There is comparatively too much 
protein in it. Such a large amount 
of protein is all right for a rapidly 
growing animal—for a baby. 
But 
if an older animal, whose growth 
was completed, attempted to live 
exclusively on milk, the 
protein 
would be in excess. 
For an exclusive diet, milk is 
not 
sufficiently 
concentrated: a 
person would have to drink too 
much of it to satisfy all his nutri­ 
tional 
needs: and 
there is too 
much water. 
Other 
faults are that it* iron 
content is low; that to make it 
clean. It 
must 
be 
Pasteurised, 
which destroys the vitamin C, and 
the presence of vitamin D is not 
certain or regular. 
But it is so nearly perfect that 
these faults can afford to be over­ 
looked. For old, as well as young. 
It should be an accessory part of 
every diet, almost of every meal. 
"The protein of milk is of the 
highest 
value 
and 
particularly 
rich, as compared to other foods, 
In lysln and tryptophane," writes 
Dr. Harrop, In "Diet in Disease." 
Lysln and tryptophane are amlno- 
aclds which have an especial role 
In nutrition. 
The digestion of the protein of 
milk goes first through the state 
of curd formation In the stomach. 
The curds are formed by the di­ 
gestive enzyme, rennin, much the 
same as in checs© making. Who- 
«— 


ever drlnka milk, eata cheese, be­ 
cause the milk is Immediately con­ 
verted Into cheese In his stomach. 
If lime watsr or barlsy water la 
added to th* milk the formation of 
a tough curd la prevented, and di- 
gestlon la rendered more rapid and 
complete; that is why they ar* 
added to milk for Infanta. 
Bolling 
milk makes ths curd 
finer 
and 
more digestible. 
"A man of ten-stone weight con­ 
tain« enough lime to whitewash a 
chicken coop,** according to Dr. T. 
E. Lawson. 
Thsre 1s no better 
place to get thla lime or calcium 
than in milk. 
As to Its medicinal usee, milk le 
Ideal for growing organisms, and, 
therefore, for Infant feeding. For 
convalescents, for Indigestion, for 
most Inteettnal 
diseases, for the 
protective 
substances 
which are 
claimed to ward off the degenera­ 
tive processes of middle and old, 
age—for these reasons 
distltlena 
always keep It In mind. 
Its one serious disadvantage» Is 
that Is easily contaminated with 
bacteria. It is an excellent culturo 
medium. 
It was designed by nature to go 
directly from the mother's milk 
glands Into the stomach of ths re­ 
cipient. 
It Is not prepared with a 
covering against the outer world 
like egg* and fruit and nuts. 
For this reason sanitarians de­ 
vote much attention to th* milk 
supply. 
But 
remember 
that all 
their work ie designed exclusively 
to render safe this kind of foods.
